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WATER  SUPPLY 


Wisbech  & District  Water  Board  is  the  Statutory  Authority 
and  piped  mains  supply  from  Marham,  Norfolk j supply  I898  houses 
directly  and  indir'^frtly  by  external  stand  pipes,  a few 
remaining  houses  in  the  outlying  fens  have  no  piped  supply.  The 
supply  generally  is  of  satisfactory  quality  and  quantity,  the 
results  of  103  Bacteriological  samples  tested  was  100$^  negative, 
100  yards  of  new  mains  have  been  laid  during  year. 

FLUORIDATION  OF  PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY 


It  still  remains  a disturbing  fact  that  we  in  Chatteris 
cannot  yet  avail  ourselves  of  the  benefits  of  fluoridation  of 
water  due  to  strong  elements  of  opposition,  I suppose  the 
only  hope  is  to  wait  for  the  younger  enli^tened  generation 
of  Councillors,  In  the  meantime  childrens  teeth  continue  to 
rot  at  an  alarming  pace, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Direct  labour  is  used  to  operate  a weekly  collection  in 
the  town  and  fortnightly  in  the  outlying  fens, 

RIVERS.  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES 

There  are  no  natural  rivers  and  streams,  the  town  being  built 
on  a layer  of  Kimmeridge  clay  thrown  up  and  forming  hi^  land 
running  north  to  south  and  rainfall  gravitated  off  the  east  and 
west  slopes  to  artificial  dykes  and  to  the  main  drains  constructed 
some  three  hundred  years  ago  when  the  fens  v/ere  reclaimed, 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

This  is  on  the  water  carriage  system  in  the  Urban  District, 
SCHOOLS 

All  are  supplied  with  piped  water  and  generally  satisfactory 
sanitary  conditions, 

SEWAOE  DISPOSAL 

Both  Acre  Fen  and  Nightlayer  Works  are  working  satisfactorily 
and  the  effluent  standard  is  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Great  Ouse 
River  Authority, 

NURSING  SERVICE  AND  HEALTH  VISITORS  SERVICE 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  Chatteris  in  having  an  excellent 
Nursing  Service,  The  two  Nurses  work  in  close  liason  with  the 
two  General  Practitioners. 

MENTAL  HB/xLTH  SERVICE 

The  main  office  for  this  service  is  situated  at  March,  A 
Clinic  for  out-patients  is  held  at  the  County  Hall  where  a 
Consultant  is  in  attendance  weekly.  There  are  several  Mental 
V/elfare  Officers  and  one  has  been  appointed  for  the  Chatteris 
area.  There  is  very  close  co-operation  between  the  Consultant, 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  the  General  Practitioners, 
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Ni\T TONAL  HEi^LTH  SERVICE 

Two  Medical  Practitioners,  assisted  by  a Nurse  Dispenser, 
provide  a full  24  hour  service.  Institutional  treatment  is 
obtained  at  Doddington,  Wisbech  and  Cambridge,  the  co-operation 
and  liason  between  the  Hospital,  G-eneral  Practitioner  and 
District  Nurse  is  excellent, 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Ambulance  Service  is  proving  itself  to  be  very  good 
indeed.  It  is  readily  accessible  by  telephone  24  hours  a day. 
In  urgent  cases  the  interval  between  the  call  for  help  and  the 
arrival  of  an  Amibulance  is  unbelievably  short.  Routine  cases 
are  always  promptly  undertaken, 

NOTIFICATION  OF  CONGENITAL  BIRTH  DEFECTS 

All  congenital  defects  apparent  at  birth  are  notified  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  This  is  carried  out  by  the 
midwife  or  the  General  Practitioner,
